Government Needs Stenographers 

The Government needs stenographers for National de- 
tense. One is prone to think of National defense in terms of 
soldiers, sailors and marines. But there are many types of 
defense work behind the lines. A large army of civilian per- 
sonnel is now on duty as stenographers in the Government ser- 
vice to take the dictation of the thousands of executives and 
administrative officers, and transcribe it into typewritten 
documents. 

It is estimated that the Government has approximately 
85,000 stenographers, typists and secretaries on the payroll. 
Many young men and women are responding to the call. 
Thousands more are needed. 

Good stenographers are always in demand. The positions 
pay $1,440 a year to start, with a good chance for advance- 
ment to positions of greater responsibility, such as secretarial 
positions, in the case of those who have the ability. 

The examination announced by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion for stenographers is open until further notice. The exam- 
ination consists solely of a dictation test at 96 words a minute 
and transcription of notes. 

The proper application form may be obtained from the 
Secretary of the Board of U. S. Civil Service Examiners at any 
first- or second-class post office or from the U. S. Civil Service 
Commission at Washington, D. C. 



Cooperation With 
Latin America Is 
Urged By Speaker 

Lecturer Talks to GOP 
Women on Hemi- 
sphere Defense 

The noed •for a more sympathetic 
understanding of the problems of 
the Latin American countries and 
a permanent policy of cooperation 
on the part of this country, was 
stressed by Dr. Helen Dwight Reid 
speaking at a luncheon meeting of 
''the Lower Merlon -Narberth Council 
of Republican Women Tuesday at 
Whitehall. Haverford, on "Broader 
Implications of Hemisphere De- 
fense.'' 

"Hemisphere defense involves mil- 
itary defense" she said, "Which 
comes down on the shoulders of 
the United States. The Latin Am- 
erican countries have, for the most 
part, small armies which in many 
instances are German trained with 
German officers in command. Their 
navies are weak%nd their air force 
little better. 

"Germany has, over a period of 
years, Used clever technique for in- 
fluencing the economic aspect in 
South America" Dr. Reid continued. 
"In southern Chili which is largely 
Agricultural. Germany contracted 
for fixed amounts of beans and 
other products, which guaranteed a 
market for the farmers. 

"To understand Latin America's 
attitude toward this country it is 
necessary to remember the back- 
ground of our dealing with them," 
Dr. Reid stated. "We have not al- 
ways been fortunate in selecting 
men to represent us in those coun- 
tries. 

"South America has been used 
as a place to send men who were 
good contributors to the Party, or 
who failed to make the Senate." 

Dr. Reid, a lecturer at Bryn Mawr 
College, was introduced by Mrs. 
Carl H. Zlpf, program chairman. 
Mrs. John Y. Huber, Jr., council 
president, announced the appoint- 
ment of Mrs. H. L. Schwartz as 
chairman of a newly created com- 
mittee of National legislation. Mrs. 
Schwartz will receive a report on 
national legislation from Mrs. 
Worthington Scranton, national 
committeewoman, each week and 
will in turn report to the council. 
Mrs. Benjamin Strawbridge was ap- 
pointed to take Mrs. Schwartz place 
as chairman of the study group. 

Preceding the luncheon, a legis- 
lative forum was conducted by Mrs. 
Schwartz who, with Mrs. Helen G. 
Greenwood, gave a summary of the 
recent debate of the Equal Rights 
Amendment. 

The work being done by Council 
members for the township council oi 
defense was described by Mrs. Owen 
J. Toland of Wynnewood, chairman 
of defense and Mrs. Tfcodore 
Phillips of Wynnewood, who has 
served as a volunteer secretary at 
the township building since Decem- 
ber 8. 



$1000 Earmarked 
For Boro Defense 

Approved by Narberth 
Councilmen Monday 
Night 

The Narberth Borough Council 
authorized an appropriation of $1000 
which may be used for local de- 
fense purposes. 

Appropriation of the money will 
make possible phases of the defense 
program that nave been delayed be- 
cause of the lack of funds. 

Narberth Borough, Haverford and 
Loweir Merlon- TOwM&lrjsrno^iiaVe 
appropriated money for defense, al- 
though it is still a debated question 
as to how much authority munici- 
palities have to make such appro- 
priations under the State Defense 
Act. 

Although some municipalities 
have appropriated funds direct to 
defense councils Narberth met the 
legal issue by handling it through 
the Borough's Public Safety Com- 
mittee. It was done under that 
sectiun of the State law governing 
boroughs which permits municipali- 
ties to take steps to protect the 
life ana property of their citizens. 

The resolution, appropriating 
$1000 on recommendation of the 
Public Safety Committee, read "to 
meet any emergency requirements 
for the protection of life and prop- 
erty of the citizens of the Borough 
of Narberth occasioned by defense 
necessities."

Resigns As Chief 
Of Fire Company 

Council Refers to Years 
Of Indefatigable 
Service 

Resignation of John A. Miller as 
chief of the Narberth Fire Com- 
pany was accepted by the Borough 
Council Monday night. 

Miller's letter tendering his resig- 
nation was dated January 9. He 
asked that his resignation become 
effective January 15. 

The Are chief is also vice-presi- 
dent of the Company and a mem- 
ber of the board of directors. 
Tristan B. duMarais Is the Com- 
pany's president. 

A letter prepared by the public 
safety committee of the Borough 
Council read: 

"It is the recommendation of the 
Public Safety Committee that the 
resignation of John A. Miller as 
chief engineer of the Narberth Fire 
Company, to be effective January 
15th, 1942, be accepted. 

"In accepting this resignation 
Council is sensible of the many 
years of indefatigable service which 
Mr. Miller has so unselfishly ren- 
dered during these critical years. 

"It is our further recommendation 
that since the office of Chief Engi- 
neer will be vacant on January 15th, 
1942. the Fire Company act upon 
this resignation in the same spirit 
of sympathetic understanding of Mr. 
Miller's desire to retire, and that 
the Fire Company select a new chief 
engineer and submit his name for 
confirmation."

Borough Revises 
Quarantine Rules 

Ordinance Amended to 
Agree With Other 
Communities 

Bringing their health ordinance 
in line with an agreement reached 
with nearby suburban municipali- 
ties, Narberth Borough councilmen 
on Monday night changed regula- 
tions covering contagious diseases. 

The amendment to the health or- 
dinance provides that non-immune 
household contacts of school age 
shall be restricted to the premises 
in the case of the following diseases 
during the hereinafter specified per- 
iods: 

1. Measles from the 7th to the 
14th days inclusive after the first 
known exposure. 

2. Whooping cough from the 7th 
to the 14th days inclusive after the 
first known exposure. 

3. Mumps from the 14th to the 
21st days Inclusive after the first 
known exposure. 

Although the State in new health 
rules adopted April 18, 1941, dis- 
continued quarantine of the more 
common contagious diseases, the 
suburban municipalities have agreed 
to retain quarantine regulations for 
measles, whooping cough and 
mumps. 

Contagious diseases, however, in 
all oases, are reportable as hereto- 
fore.

County Magistrate's Program 

Four County School Proposed by Pres. Lownes 



An appeal for strict law enforce- 
ment, as part of the Country's all- 
out war effort, was made Tuesday 
night by Magistrate Walter B. 
Lownes, Ardmore, when he was in- 
ducted for a second term as presi- 
dent of the Montgomery County 
Justice of the Peace Association. 

In speaking at induction ceremon- 
ies held in Conestoga Mill, Bryn 
Mawr, Magistrate Lownes also listed 
four organization objectives for 1942. 
Chief among these, he said, was the 
establishment of a four -county 
magistrates' school in which Bucks, 
Delaware, Chester and Montgomery 
would participate. Prominent public 
officials were guests at the meeting. 

Other officers Installed were Ar- 
thur Rasmussen, Collegeville, vice- 
president; Nathan R. Brown, Hat- 
field, treasurer; William Urban, Am- 
bler, secretary. Rasmussen was the 
only new election^ 

Lownes' address was as follows: 



Fellow magistrates and guests. 

We are facing a new year, a 
serious year, a war year in which 
we, as loyal Americans and mem- 
bers of the Minor Judiciary, will 
play our part. 

This is the patriotic keynote of 
our lives today and, likewise, the 
keynote of such organizations as the 
Montgomery County Justice of the 
Peace Association, which, as an or- 
ganized group, can play a great and 
strong part lb the local war effort. 

I know you will agree with me, 
especially those of you who have 
seen service in past wars and those 
of you Who are engaged in com- 
munity defense work today. What- 
ever program we outline and what- 
ever we do must be cut to fit the 
cloth of the national emergency 
and must be secondary to winning 
the war. There is no quibbling 
among as about that. '

"^ Allow for Salary In- 
creases and Road Im- 
provements 
Few Budget Changes 

Narberth Borough Council passed 
an ordinance Monday night setting 
the Borough's tax rate at 17 mills 
and announced a tentative budget 
of slightly more than $100,000. 

The Borough's tax rate of 17 mills, 
which is the same <as last year, is 
assessed far the following purposes: 

Eleven mills for general borough 
use; three mills for fire protection; 
two and two-fifths mills to pay 
electoral debt service and three- 
fifths of a mill to pay councilmanic 
debt service and sinking fund levies. 

The estimated budget for 1942 
totals $101,887.77 as compared to 
$108,313.09 which was the total of 
estimated expenditures at the be- 
ginning of 1941. Actual expendi- 
tures, however, for 1941 only reached 
$95,591.55. 

Substantially, there are no drastic 
increases or decreases in the budget. 
What increases occur are for bring- 
ing salaries up to a higher level to 
meet increased costs of living and 
a larger appropriation for the high- 
way department where additional 
county-aid projects are anticipated 
this year. And the increase set aside 
for this work is $6822. 

The largest curtailment falls in 
the health department where $700, 
a sum appropriated to the Com- 
munity Health and Civic Associa- 
tion for the service of a public 
health nurse, was discontinued. 

Actually there is little change in 
anticipated receipts for 1942 as 
compared to 1941. 

The tax return from the current 
levy and deliquent taxes is esti- 
mated at $89,076.25 while in 1941 
the actual return was reported as 
$89,002.51. Although the cash bal- 
ance for 1942 stands at $8,537.52 as 
compared to $15,034.94 at the begin- 
ning of last year it is because the 
1941 balance included some WPA 
bond issue money.

Kiwanis Set Example 

The basketball managers will 
continue to dig into their own poc- 
kets for anywhere from $2 to $5 a 
week for a while. Then they'll ret 
discouraged, say what's the use. and 
chuck up the whole works. And 
if the Brookline. Narberth. Earling- 
ton and Upper Darby pilots should 
eventually take this attitude it 
would mean the end of the Main 
Line League. 

This Is something that should 
never be permitted to happen. Es- 
pecially at this time when morale 
and the need for physical fitness 
call for more community sports in- 
stead of less. 

One of the shortcomings of the 
basketball setup is that most teams 
exist on the individual initiative of 
one or two persons. Locallv. Ard- 
more's team is only one with any- 
thing resembling an organization 
back of it. the Earlington Men's 
Club financing and supporting the 
team wholeheartedly. 

Finest setup in the league exists 
at Yeadon where the Kiwanis club 
runs the team. Every man in the 
organization feels he is personally 
responsible for the success of the 
basketball venture and as a result 
they've drummed up tremendous in- 
terest in the borough. Capacity 
crowds have been the rule rather 
than the exception. In addition to

The return must be filed with the 
rolleetor of internal revenue for the 
district, in which the taxpayer has 
his legal residence or principal place 
of business on or before midnight 
of March 16. 1942. The tax may be 
paid in full at the time of filing the 
return or in four equal installments. 
due on or before March 16. June 15. 
September 15, and December 15. 



In making out your income tat 
return read carefully the instruc- 
tions that accompany the form. If 
you need more information, it may 
be obtained at the office of the col- 
lector of internal revenue, deputy 
collector, or an internal revenue 
agent in charge. 

Remember that single persons or 
married persons not living with 
husband or wife, who earn as much 
as $14.43 a week for the 52 weeks of 
the year, and married persons living 
together who have aggregate earn- 
ings of as much as $28.85 a week for 
the year, are required to file re- 
turns.

The following brief report on ac- 
tivities of the Montgomery County 
government during the year 1941 
has been issued by the County 
Commissioners: 

Last remaining covered bridge in 
County over Perkiomen in Upper 
Hanover Township preserved by ac- 
tion of the Commissioners in taking 
over the section of State rd. on 
which it is located. The road has 
been named Knight rd. in honor of 
the President Judge of the County 
Courts who owns a farm adjacent 
to the old structure. 

Contracts awarded and work be- 
gun on construction of a new hos- 
pital building at the Institution Dis- 
trict Home, which will cost, 
equipped, approximately $250,000. It 
will provide the mast modern facili- 
ties for medical and surgical care 
of inmates. 

A "School for Assessors" sponsor- 
ed by the County Commissioners 
and held at the Court House and 
at Pottstown to better equip asses- 
sors of the County in the perform- 
ance of their duties. 

Reduction of 50 percent, or one- 
half mill, announced in the Insti- 
tution District tax rate on real es- 
tate, to become effective over a two 
year period, half in 1942 and half 
in 1943. 

A County-wide accident preven- 
tion conference held at the Court 
House under sponsorship of the 
County Commissioners to focus 
public attention on the highway 
safety problem and enlist the co- 
operation of organized groups. 

Legal title acquired by the County 
to Lorimer Park, a 134 acre tract in 
Abington Township, left to the 
County under the will of the late 
George Horace Lorimer. 

Electrically operated duplicating 
equipment installed in Registration 
office at cost of approximately $10.- 
000. which will eliminate the need 
of printing voluminous and expen- 
sive, legally required, "Street Lists" 
of registered voters. 

Extension of the County Radio 
on a two-way experimental basis 
undertaken to provide complete 
coverage of the County. 

Publicity campaign in newspapers 
and on radio sponsored by the 
County Commissioners to warn the 
public of the danger due to Army- 
convoys using the highways. 
Montgomery County Defense 



Council appointed by the Commis- 
sioners under authority of an Act 
of the State Legislature to develop 
and coordinate civilian defense ac- 
tivities in the County. 

Sixty-two County aid road pro- 
jects completed or underway involv- 
ing 21 miles of surface treatment 
and 12 miles of new construction. 
The sum of $357,810 budgeted for 
these projects. In addition, $91,680 
budgeted for County highways 
which involved repaying of two and 
one-half miles of Montgomery av. 
in Lower Merion and surface treat- 
ment of a large portion of the Ger- 
mantown Pike. 

Development continued of Upper 
Perkiomen Valley Park, including 
construction of shelter building, 
paving of parking area, laying of 
sand beach, widening and recon- 
struction of Deep Creek rd. bridge. 
Visitors at Park estimated at up- 
wards of 350.000.

Missionaries Will 
Speak in Ardmore 

Discussion At Presby- 
terian Church On 
Work in Far East 

Courageous work of American 
missionaries in the troubled lands 
of the Far East will be described by 
five returned missionaries in a 
panel discussion next Tuesday, at 8 
p. m., at the First Presbyterian 
Church, Montgomery av. and Mill 
Creek rds., Ardmore. 

Under the chairmanship of the 
Rev. L. K. Anderson. Ph.D., form- 
erly of Bafi.1. French Cameroun. 
West Africa, there will be addi- 
tional discussion by Dr. Elizabeth 
Farra Pederren, who has had 
charge of a mission hospital in Am- 
bala, India; Dr. Hart man A. Licht- 
wardt, F. A. C. S.. from Hamadan. 
Iran; Mrs. Charles H. Lewis, of 
Canton. China; and the Rev. Fran- 
cis Kinsler, of Pyengyang, Chosen. 

Dr. Anderson, now secretary of 
the Board of Foreign Missions of 
the Presbyterian Church for West 
Africa and Latin America, was born 
in Canada, and is a graduate of 
Princeton Theological Seminary. 
Immediately after his wedding in 
1927, he and his bride sailed for 
West Africa, where they made many 
long overland trips in supervising 
widely separated congregations. 

Dr. Pedersen is now stationed at 
Saharanpur. India, but until re- 
cently had charge of the Philadel- 
phia Hospital in Ambala, so named 
because it was erected with funds 
provided in 1898 by women for the 
Silver Jubilee of Presbyterian 
Foreign Missions Society, with 
headquarters in Philadelphia. There 
she installed many improvements, 
substituting electricity for oil lamps 
and providing running water in 
some wards to insure cleanliness. 
Born in Kentucky, she took her 
medical degree at the Woman's 
Medical College of Pennsylvania. 

Dr. Lichtwardt is one of the few 
medical doctors who have been or- 
dained to the ministry. Although 
educational work has been taken 
over by the Iranian government, 
medical and evangelistic work con- 
tinue as before. In addition to his 
work in the hospital and dispen- 
saries of Hamadan, he conducts a 
Sunday Bible class of boys and of- 
ten serves as a "pinch hitter" for 
a pastor who is away. 

Mrs. Lewis has served the South 
China Mission since 1920. being as- 
signed at various times to the port 
city of Canton and the inland cities 
of Yeungkong and Kochow. Fol- 
lowing the attack on China by Jap- 
an, she and other missionaries as- 
sisted in war relief work, through 
three danger filled years. 

The Rev. Kinsler. a native of 
Germantown. and graduate of 
Princeton Theological Seminary, 
was one of a number of missionaries 
forced out of Chosen 'formerly 
Korea) by the domination of the 
Japanese. He returned to the United 
States in 1941 after thirteen years 
experience.

^ These are times that call for strict 
law enforcement and the burden 
rests on us, as well as on the police, 
to put justice and the Minor Ju- 
•diciary branch of local government 
on a war footing. This does not 
mean we have to mount machine 
guns in our courtrooms, but it does 
mean that our judicial efforts should 
be shaped and directed as it has 
been necessary to shape all other 

■ National effort. It is difficult to 
visualize specifically what we may be 
called upon to do, but it is not too 
early to outline a broad approach 
to the war-time problems of con- 
ducting our office: 

First, in this matter of strict en- 
forcement, let us not weaken, wa\er 
or deviate from the administration 
of a full measure of justice in those 
cases that come before us. A coun- 
try that is mobilizing men to fight; 
a country that is on a war footing. 
must be backed by a stiffened and 
alert populace at home. More so 
in this war than in those of the 
past may we expect our civilian 
structure to take on a semi-military 
character. 

This means the proper respect for 
law and order at home and a re- 
spect to which we can directly con- 
tribute by exacting enforcement 
Among many, war may become » 
time of abandonment and disregard 
for local laws and regulations. Tlii.-- 
happened during the first World 
War. We can do our part in seems 
that it does not happen during t In* 
second World War. 

Second, and f-pecineally. we have 
a direct war-time obligation to set- 
that new defense laws, ordinances 
and blackout regulations are given 
immediate judicial attention and. 
where testimony and facts warrant. 
the proper penalties are imposed. 
There will be an increasing amount 
of such regulations and it is the 
patriotic obligation of our office to

As a starter, let me repeat in 1942 
what I said at the beginning of my 
first term in 1941 : 

"We are building an organization 
m County and State ol such lower- 
ing strength that none will question 
our ability to protect ourselves. We 
are establishing sound and high 
principles of practice that will keep 
us at all times beyond the pale ol 
unjust attack. We are going to 
keep our own house scrupulously 
clean at all limes, even though we 
have to clean it ourselves." 

Last year, as you know, we started 
with definite objectives. This was 
the correct procedure and on the 
basis of our progress to dale. I am 
asking f.r a continuation of your 
splendid support and cooperation m 
perpetuating this policy. 

Our program for 1942, some phases 
of which I have already informally 
ci.scus.sed with many of you. includes 
the further development of two 1941 
objectives and the addition of two 
new objectives for 1942. 

First. I believe the time is ripe 
and the stage is set to expand and 
strengthen our Minor Judiciary- 
School by taking in three adjoining 
counties. The groundwork for the 
development has been laid and with 
your help, it can become a reality. 
It will have the advantages of 
strengthening our own po.-ition by 
giving us greater school facilities, 
financial stability and numerical

It will Improve our stand- 
ing by extending a movement that 
has for its purpose the raising of 
professional standards for justices 
of the peace. 

Unfortunately, we cannot expect 
to raise our standards in Montgom- 
ery County and expect that this will 
suffice to salve our state-wide prob- 
lems. Internationally, or county- 
wide none of us. I believ. are iso- 
lationists any longer. In reality, we 
are combatting state-wide move- 
ments that seek through legislation 
to limit our jurisdiction and curtail 
the income of our office. We are 
thus confronted with the problems 
of spreading good ideas abroad and 
bending every effort lo raise the 
standards of Minor Judiciary prac- 
tice throughout the Commonwealth. 

The police school, inaugurated in 
one county and then evolved to take 
in adjoining counties grew by the 
same process. We have the same 
opportunity to take the initiative in 
planning a Four-County School foi 
Magistrates. 

In this connection, one ol our first 
official moves might be to confer on 
our good solicitor. Raymond Pearl- 
.-tine. the honor. a.s well as tin re- 
sponsibilities, of Dean of the F ur- 
C'ounties S h.ool for Magistrates. I 
think hi has earned his stripes as 
instructor and although we wouldn't 
think of permitting him to relin- 
quish any of these duties, it give 1 
me considerable pleasure to suggi st 
his name lor scholastic advancement 
us Dean ol our new enterprise. 

Our secjnd objective would be a 
continuation ol our efforts to es- 
tablish a lair code of ethical prac- 
tice and procedure for those who 
hold the office of magistrate. I 
think we have reached the point 
where such a code, legally prepared 
b\ our solicitor, could be placed on 
paper and publicized not only among 
our members, but publicly as well. 
I don't reler to an nnpo.'.sible and 
impractical code of ethics but to a 
working code written m keeping with 
the law governing our office and in 
keeping with recognized principles 
of judicial decency. 

When it is prepared, let us make 
its acceptance one of the terms ol 
membership m this Association and 
let us )*>st it in our courtrooms as 
a constant reminder for us and A> 
information lor the public thai we 
;:re striving toward the highest 
standards attainable in our profes- 
sion, I can assure you that it ■ 
publication and your adherence " 
its commandments will go a Ion- 
ii.il to liquidat.ng the unsavory 
criticism to which our office ha.- 
been subjected m the past. 

Now. lor our two new 1942 ob- 
jectives. 

First, it is my intention tha' 
throughout Ihis year we shall leave 
no stone unturned to improve our 
public relations. This is a program 
in which all of you can be of in- 
estimable value. 

In outlining it. I suggest that <Ai 
we should see that such activities 
as our monthly meetings, code ol 
ethics, committee work and the in- 
dividual handling of cases should be 
as accurately and fully reported as 
possible; 'Bi we make every mem- 
ber and every community m which 
he is located part of this program 
Most of you. not unnecessarily, have 
established friendly relationship 5 
with your local newspapers. It e 
by working through these relation- 
ships and thus reaching the public 
that we can hope to attain the best 
results. 

Our second objective comes as a 
recommendation from a committee 
that has been working lor several 
months on the revision and stand- 
ardizat.on of forms used in Minor 
Judiciary work. They have given 
considerable thought lo this subject 
and have been in constant com- 
munication with our solicitor and 
the Montgomery County Controller, 
checking and re-checking these 
forms for uniformity and legal 
points. 

At the suggestion of the chairman 
of this committee. I have entered 
into negotiations to ascertain what 
it will cost lor the Association to 
stock these forms and re-sell them 
to magistrates as they are needed. 
You undoubtedly will be surprised 
to learn that under this arrange- 
ment, it is not only possible to ob- 
tain all we hoped for in the way 
of legally approved standardization, 
but at the same time to obtain forms 
at lower prices than most of us 
have been paying in the past. 

Bought m quantities, the purchase 
plan will also net the Association a 
volume rebate at the end of the 
year which will mean a substantia! 
income for our treasury. This plan 
has the approval of our solicitor who 
will assume the responsibility of 
seeing that all forms are kept up- 
to-date with new laws; and the 
approval of the County Controller 
which, a.s you may well appreciate, 
should avoid considerable confusion 
about the use of standardized forms 
that has existed in the past. 

Also, I can report that your com- 
mittee on the standardization Of 
forms is continuing this work and 
in addition is preparing instructions 
and notes on how separate forms 
should be filled out and reported. 
Such instructions when compiled 
with the solicitor's help will be for- 
warded to you when forms are or- 
dered. If you are interested in 
placing orders for forms tonight, 
vou should communicate with Magi- 
strate Kromer after the meeting. 

As many of you know, we are 
planning to finance our 1942 pro- 
gram through the publication of a 
Montgomery County Directory. A 
committee, headed by Arthur Ras- 
mussen has been at work on this 
project and has signed a contract 
for the publication of the book. 



Publication of a county-wide direc- 
tory is something that has never 
been done in Montgomery County 
before and I want you to note that 
in preparing a book of useful in- 
formation, we are moving away from 
a practice that has been question- 
able in the past. We have come to 
recognize with others that many of 
the books published by police and 
magistrate groups have no reason 
for existence otner than to raise 
money for the organizations involv- 
ed. If we are involved in a pro- 
gram to raise our own ethical 
standards, we are certainly in no 
position to condone any practice 
that has the least semblance of a 
racket. In this new project we are 
planning the publication of a direc- 
tory which m contents will give 
value for value received. It is a 
project which we can all proudly 
j supp.rt and a project that has re- 
Iceivcd. already, the endorsement of 
! our leading public officials.
